The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Arguments with amendment presented spanning pages 8 and 9 of Remarks dated 9/17/03 
are persuasive in overcoming the rejection of claims 1 and 14 of Hatano et al. (U.S. Patent No. 
6,084,647) in view of Woodgate et al. (U.S. Patent No. 5,917,562). Particularly, Applicant is 
persuasive in indicating the inappropriate combination of Hatano and Woodgate due to the 
presence of the light reflection layer in Hatano. The prior art fails to disclose or suggest a 
stereoscopic liquid crystal display having the polymer layer arranged on the inner surface of the 
first substrate also having the polarizing plates and switching element electrodes arranged as 
proposed.
